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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 -1 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 1 , line 3, "a" should be inserted before 'control"; lines 3-4, "in particular" 
should be deleted; line 5, "being intended to receive" should be replaced by "receives"; 
line 6, "a" should be inserted before "receiver"; line 7, "being" should be replaced by 
are . 

As per claim 3, line 1, "for a radio frequency signal from" should be replaced by 
"wherein the correlation and demodulation circuit is configured to received radio 
frequency signals from a plurality of; line 6, "the/said" should be inserted before 
"control". 

As pre claim 4, line 1, after claim 3, "wherein said correlation and demodulation 
circuit formed part of a GPS receiver"; line 2, "a GPS type receiver" should be deleted; 
line 2, "a" should be inserted after "of. 

As per claim 5, line 1, the dependency should be changed from "3" to "4" 
because of the recitation of "each channel" in claim 8; line 3, what does it mean by 
"visible satellites"? lines 4-5, "one of a plurality of code generators" should be replaced 
by "channel is provided with a code generator". 

Claim 6, line 2, "means" should be inserted before "is"; line 2, shouldn't 
"command" be replaced by "control"? 

As per claim 8, line 1, the dependency should be changed from "7" to "5" 
because of the recitations of "the microprocessor means" and "each channel". 
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As per claim 10, line 2, "reduced" should be deleted; last line, after taking, "into" 
should be inserted and "of should be deleted. 

Claim 1 1 , line 1, the dependency should be changed from "3" to "5" because of 
the recitation of "each channel"; lines 3-4, what does it mean by "digital signals in all 
synchronization tasks"? Line 4, "the code" should be "each code". 

Claim 13, line 3, "can be" should be replaced by "is". 

Note that any claim whose base claim is objected is likewise objected. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 would be allowable if amended to correct for the informalities noted 
above. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters noted 
above.
